Dr. Hugo Eckener Tells of an Epochal Geographic 
Achievement upon the Occasion of the Bestowal 
of the National Geographic Society's 
Special Gold Medal 


EFORE an audience of more than 
B G,coo members of the National Geo- 
graphic Society, including Cabinet 
officers, members of Congress, diplomats 
from 34 foreign notions, high-ranking «f- 
ficers af the Army and Navy, noted scren- 
tists, atl distinguished citizens, Dr. Hirgo 
Eckener, first in history to navigate oan 
witship arcund the world, was awarded 
the Speeil Gold ae af The Society 
at Washington, -D. Con the evening of 
March 27; 1930. 

Upon the stage of the Washington An- 
ditorman-with the famens German airship 
builder and navigator was THis Excellency 
Friedrich W. ven Prithwite and Gatfron, 
Germun Ambassador tothe United States; 
Dr. Gilbert Gresveror, President of the 
National Geographic Society, ancl [tr, 
John iver La Goree, its Viee-President. 
In the atidience Were Frat Doktor Ecke- 
ner ancl Knut Eckener, som of the @uest 
of honor. 

Dramatic music. in harmony with the 
spirtt of the evenmp, was given by the 
United States Marme Band Crehestro. 
and during the program a remarkable mo- 
tien picture wis shown of the progress 
of the Graf Zeppelin on its epochal 
round-the-world cruise. | 





The presentation of the medal was made 
by Dr. Grosvenor, who sit :

“We honor Dr. Eckener to-night for 
the years of experiment, imventive genius, 
and patient research which culminated in 
lus astounding achievement. The whole 
word literally held its breath till his flight 
was finished. Along the path of hia great 
ship millions waited, hoping to glimpse it 
as it few over. His remarkable voyage 
Wlustrates his unusual organizing and ¢x-

“Only one other man has contributed 
as much as our gold medalist to the de- 
velopment of the dirigible, That wits his 
teacher, Count Zeppelin, who, we ltke to 
recall, was a balldonist with General 
Grant's atmy in the Virginia campaigns. 

“DT, Eckener’s flight around the world 
in a dirigible was even more than a mar- 
velous feat in aérial engineering and nvi- 
gaition. lt syibolizes the advance of sct- 
ence, Which tends to bind peoples more 
closely in friendship andin understanding. 

“Therefore, Dr. Eckener, as cviderice of 
our admiration ad respect, it is mv hone 
and pleasure te present te you the National 
Geographic Socicty’s Special Croll Meclal, 
the inscription on which reads: “This Spe- 
cinl Medal of the National Geographic 
Society is awarded to Hugo Eckener for 
his work in furthermg the progress of 
airships and to commemorate the first 
Around-the-World fight of the Graf #¢p- 
polin in 1924, under lus command.’

“But, of comrse, the National Geographic 
eaciety has taken into consideration all this 
ina more authoritative manner, and ti, in 
spite of all, they have come to the decisinrs 
which is an extreme honor to me, | feel 
thar thereby they intended to emphasize 
new points af view to he considered in iu: 
ture gengraphical investizations. I think 
that they mainly wanted to encourage and 
stimulate the modem form of such investl- 
gation, relying on aircrait, which, trdeed, 
Opes Up a vast prospect. Perhaps they 
intended tu express in a very inipressive

*T decide, therefore, on a route as far 
Horth as possible, over the months of the 
Ob and Yenisei rivers, the middie course 
of the Lena, and the Stanoval Monun- 
inins, southeast of Yakutsk. From the 
geographical paint of wew, this route was 
of interest, as it would lead over the re- 
mote and alimnest inkriown termtores ot 
far-nerthern Siberia, and would give us a 
chance to bring home an abundant number 
af photographs. | 

“Unfortunately, weather conditions pre- 
vented us from following the route as 
planned. When the airship was flying aver 
central Rtissia we recerved weather reports 
announcing a strongly marked depression 
in the extreme north and on the adjacent 
provinees cf Siheria. Under such concd- 
Hons the northern Urals, sonte of which 
are nenrly.7,c00 feet high, were covered 
with clouds. So we ‘would have berm 
forced, during the first part of our flight, 
to ascend to a sufe height of more than 
7,000 feet. This the heavily burdened ship 
would not have been able to accomphsh. 
l was, therefore, obliged to make a detour 
toward! the south, and to pass over the 
Urals about. 65 miles. from Sverdlowsk 
(Ekaterinburg) at a low altitude anil 
When the weather was clear. 

“The flight beyond! the Urals led over 
such wonderfully interesting regions that 
the deviation fram our original plan was 
perhaps tot to be reerette! from the point 
of view of geographical mterest. 

“Cm the Siberian side of the mountains 
we saw dozens of tremendous forest fires, 
the dense smoke of which covered a vast 
area of many hurled sqtmre miles and 
hid the earth from the airship. 7 

“We were dbliverl to pase ‘hiroiat layers 
of amoke, which drifted trom south to 
north at a distance of from 40 to 5c miles, 
until it was clear enough for ws to be able 
to see fairly distinctly below, hut for many 
miles the view wis very mdistinet atid the 
smell of the fires continued for hours, 

“Aiter passing this sone we turned to- 
ward the northeast, over a berul of the 
River Ob, where, after describing an 
easterly course, it flows in a northerly 
direction. We soon arrived at the feta 
territory, a region of widespread swamps 
which lie on both sides of the Ob (pp. 664). 

“We flew hatndreds. of miles over tn- 
interrupted stretches of these swatnps. We 


oad 


then saw sniall pools, one after another, 
followed by more or less large lakes. ‘These 
were connected by strips of swarmpy land. 
Then came low, swampy woods extending 
for many miles. The whole-region gave 
the impression of a dreadful waste, nn- 
mhahitible for man or beast, where there 
were not even waterfowl. 


SAILING OVER SILENT WASTES WITH 
HAPPY PASSENGERS 


“In erotesate contrast to all that deadly 
silence, the airship sated, ita caloins lighted, 
its care-free occupants dinmg and. empoy- 
ing themselves; and yet, 11 for sore reason 
it had been necessary to lane im these 
swamps, escape from those blick-green 
waters would not have been possible. 

“We flew over that dreacl waste the 
whole night, from 7 in the evening until 9 
o'clock next momiing, and i was-with sen- 
sations of relief thit we finally hailed the 
broad Venisei River, which, notwithstand- 
ing its loneliness and remoteness, secnpel 
to ws tke a safe street that would lead us 
again to towns and people, | 

“Since we -cedd mot tell from the maps 
at just what point we first saw the river, 
we flow downstream for a while in an 
attempt to reach the Imboatsk wireless sto- 
tion aid to follow the right course from 
there. 

“The hanks of the river extended end- 
lessly, @ monotonous waste, not a house, 
Tot a settlement, m sight, not a boat on 
the broad, powerful stream to enliven the 
picture. Aiter about an hour, 2 small 
village of a few huts appeared on the leit, 
fod at the right was Jinhatsk, for which 
we hod been looking. 

“Our appeamnce might have mpress 
asan inconceivable miracle the imbahitants, 
whe m and end ther lives here,. for 
fromthe outer work, Perhaps we fright- 
ened them, tor we could not see anyone 
emerge tram the houses: Three or four 
animals drawing carts-tan away. . 

“Flying toward the lower course of the 
Timguska River, where it turns directly 
northwest, we passed billy and woody dis- 
trees. Jt was entirely deserted, isolated 
tuuntry, woody and intersected by deep 
glens here and there.

Acquamtance with the rest of North Af- 
rica had led me te anticipate in Cirenatcn 
a country resembling its nemhhors. I 
found at surprisingly different:

From the ruins of Old Cirene, in re- 
cent years, was bore to a tiaaseun im 
Rome that most allaring of all Aphrodites, 
the Venus of Cirene, which many-authort- 
tics on classic art consider fimer than the 
Venus de Melis (see page fog). 

Thirty-four hours out from Sicaly we 
sighted the Wiew-lying African shore, with 
hills in the lmgy distumce.

But to-day 
the will of New Italy dominates this long 
derelict land: and Italian agriculturists are

The italian plan, after conquest and pae- 
ification, has been ta build modem towns 
beside the native coastal settlements, and 
to encourage native trade and agriculture. 
More than too milesof excellent highway 
ont of Bengasi have been completed, with 
abit the same mileage of railway. On 
the rocky, undulating tableland, between 
the constal towns and the Lihian Desert, 
Military automobiles follow the time-warn 
catnel tracks used for centuries by the na- 
tives. In the vast program for the future 
itigation will play a star tole in a land 
Where springs and wells take the place of 
permanent rivers 

The capital alre “ily has potable water, 
electnicity, and paved streets, Automalstle 
and motorcyclt have ieaped into line be- 
side camel and thonkey. 

Were vou transported to the Ttalian 
quarter of Bengrisi On a Thurséay ar om 
Sunday, at seven in the evening, to a bal- 
conv of the hotel facing the trim fittle 
park, vou would witness an. interesting 
ceremony. 

At tables on sidewalks ining two stdes 
of the park and overflowing on to the 
streets, Italians, military and civilian, ate 
crowded, There are fow women in the 
throng. The men sip iced beverages, with 
vetmuth, soda, and bitters as the favor- 
ite, called “Americano” in honor-of a lend 
once famous for its mixed drinks. New- 
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comers are greeted im the Fascist man- 
ner, right hand upraised—the old Roman 
silitte:. | 

The military band in the pavilion, in the 
center of the park, strikes up the mation 
anthem. All mae and unenver, hearts on 
the homeland across the sea, The Pasetst 
anthem follows, and the bronzed faces of 
these colonists glow with patriotic fervor. 
After an hour's concert, the crowd dis- 
perses for 8 o'clock dinner, and for an howr 
or more the sidewalk cafes are: deserted. 

Driring. my September visit the officers 
were still wearing the micsurimer white 
uniform. Attumn here is as worm as 
summer: the north wind ceases tu blow 
and the Saharan wind comes up from the 
south.

It was on an evening following one of 
the semiweekly band concerts that T stor! 
on my hotel baleany looking down on the 
empty street before descendine: to the din- 
ing roan, Where the inevitable eggplant 
and spaghetti awattedime. Two tall, white- 
clad natives, who during the concert had 
heen etideavoring to sell crimson Bedouin 
furs, had folded their wares and were 
walking away, laden with their huge bon- 
dies. With them went the merchant who 
had displayed over his shoulders a sheep- 
skin pearly as largeashimeell, beautitully 
tanned, with mnusually long white fleece.

Little Ali came up to rennin me that 
itt was dinner time. He was: “chanilier- 
maid,” roam waiter, and. self-appointed 
puide.

The slughi is a descendant of the Per- 
sian gazellehound, the type of dag pie- 
tured, in archeological finds, in the As- 
svtian chase, Some believe it was the 
Persians who, during 2 temporary porwnl 
of conquest and plunder, brought the one- 
hmmnped Arabian camel, long known to 
Eevpt, into Libia, Perhaps this royal 
hunting coy came west at the sani time, 

Next day | asked an |talan sportsman 
about this beautifol dag of ancient breed, 
with flowing silky fleece on tts cars, feath- 
ery tail, and large, intelligent eyes, He 
said the type was rare in Cirenaica, but {0 
he met with in considerable mumbers about 
Misurata, in eastern Tripolitania, across 
the Gulf of Sidra. These dogs are fast run- 
pers and hunt by sight-rather thin by scent. 

“And what,” 1 asked, “do you shoot 
mronind Benpasir ee 

“Doves and quail,” he told me, “sand- 
grouse, red-legped partridges, anil pintail 
ducks; the big salt lagoons behind the 
town teem with waterfowl at certam sen- 
eons. And there are pozelle some miles 
back on the plateau,” 

Herds of gazelle and antelope are scarce 
now, T learned. So are wild boar amd 
wild Barhary sheep. The latter, tmtive of 
the Atlas: Mountains, to the west, are in- 
tertiecdiate between sheep and gout, pale 
brown in coloring, with big, wild eves. 
Theit miassive horns-curve backward anid 
downward and tong, whitish hair drops 
from throat, chest, and foreles. 

Citenaica has no true mountain range: 
only a dunestone shelf a litth back from 
the sea, formmyg the face of a plateau 
which declines to the south as it merges 
with the Lihian Desert. This miountam- 
less country hardly serms the habitat of 
Barbary sheep, but eminent [talian matu- 
tulists assured me that these shy annals 
are still to be found ineastern Lila. 

© See the National Geowruphic Soclety’s pub 
fiention, “The Book of Dogs.” 
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In the centuries since the Greeks founil- 
ed their most westerly porton these shores, 
the physical geography has changed inthe 


neighborhood of the Hellemie Hesperides, 


which became the Berenice of the Paeyp- 
fians, the Bengasi of to-day, In some 
cases the sea has male inroads, sulqnerg- 
ing villages; mm) others, inlets, onee con- 
nected with the sea, are now mere isilated 
salt lagoans, nearly dry In surm£,r. 

It was the Bengast sportsman who told 
me abot the fais “lost river™ a few 
tii back of the town, flowing through 
an underrround cavern which be had par- 
lialiy explored. Some authorities claim 
that this is the River Lethe of twenty-five 
eentiries ao, Strilie wrote of it, and 
Pliny the Younger: 

“Here Lethe'’s stream, from secret 
springs below, tises to the heht; here, 
heavily and slow, the silent, dull, forgettul 
waters How.” | 

Hut the Gardens of the Hesperides, 
where oimidens guarded the golden apples, 
in the Land of the Lotus-Eaters! Was this 
sacred grove near the port at Hesperides, 
or back on the heights of Cirene, where 
purdens still exist? 

There 13 local indignation agamsta writer 
who once described Bengasi as “Tripoli’s 
litth: country cousin.” The city boasts a 
cathedral, a fine new stednim, Italton anil 
Arah schools, and hospitals where the 
prevalent eve trouble (trachoma), typhirs,

“But we are fortunate in having fewer 
mats by far than countries to the east,” 
sal the doctor in charge, “The health ot 
our colonial troops is excellent.”

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he, Alexander, was of ilivine origin, As 
he left the Mediterranean shore at Ma- 
truh, on tis long desert march. the Marce- 
donian comyucror of Egypt was met by a 
delegation from Cirene bearing gifts. of 
chariots and war horses. 

At Siwa the oracle evidently confirmed 
Alexander's belief that he was indeed the 
son af the god Zeus and so a legitimate 
Pharaoh, In 331 B.C. he started forth to 
compoer Asia, After his death, Cirenzicn 
was riled by the Egyptian Ptolenties. 

It was the last of the Prolemies whe tn 
6H. Cy. bequeathed Cirenaica to the Re- 
man Senate. Only last sunimer a remark-

Hinge presented ly the Emperor Charles 
V of Spain, and in the Chapel Arcediano 
an original pamting attributed to Murillo, 
representing Jesus and Veronica.

THE ARBIVAL OF THE FIRST VICEROY 


Leaving the Cathedral, we stroll out 
along the splendid concrete boulevard that 
leads up trom Magrdalena, Pre-Inca rams, 
busy cigarette factorics, and. fine modern 
residences shure its borders. 

Perhaps it was along this very highway 
that the first viceroy, Blaseo Nitfiex, made 
his triumphal entry, sent by his king to 
compose the internecine struggle that fol- 
lowed the fall of Puarro. ‘The royal pro- 
cesshin moves in stite as it enters the city 
from Tumber, The viceroy mdes under a 
canopy of crimson cloth, emblirowered with 
the arms of Spain, and supported by stout

These may be named without moder- 
day rhyme or reason, and they certainly 
are without alphabetical or yo mdica- 
tion of their sequence; but the people 
cling to them, despite whatever confusion 
It costs the post office, however much it 
may perplex the visitor, and whatever 
harvest it may bring the drivers. 

A WILD RIDE OF A FRW YARDS 

Many interesting stories are told ilfus- 
trating how this mysterious system works. 
One concerns a stranger who hailed a toxi 
in Calle La Merced and asker the chanf- 
feur to drive him te “Baguijano veinte 
cince.” The driver did not bat an eve, 
Inat drove like Jehu op Jesis Nazareno, 
skidded on two wheels into Girdn Cara- 
lava, raced around Piaza San. Martin, and 
whirled up through WHoza, landing Itis 
Shaken passenger at the address given— 
on the same street, but simply inthe next 
black from where he started! 

Mereaderes tells ns of the day when 
that block was the Wall Street of Lima, 


and Eseribanos of the public letter writers 


who were sheltered under the portals on 
the west side of the Plaza. Calle Mantas 
proclaims the square where the ladies of 
Peru's golden past “spent their hushanda’ 
stistaince in motes purchase of shawls, 
hornespams, Indian textiles, ated lingerie.” 

On Giron Carabaya we find Divorciadas, 
where unhappy marriages were broken; 
and on Giron Camana one passes through 
Mlumereros, where the feather-duoster 
trade flourished, 
tmnkers held forth, in Plateros the silver- 
smiths, in Zapateros the cobblers, and in 
Petaterus the mat makers. The calle now 
called Jestis Nazareno was originally Gui- 
tarreros, in the days when the Castilian 
cihalleros, with thitr- guitars, infested the 
sidewalk after nightfall singing lovesonys 
To the fair seforitas: .

Calle Polves Azules 
tells ts where the blue dust lay thick in 
the road when the “prentice bows ground 
chalks for the divers’ vats. 

The Calle Mariquitas (Street of the 
Little Marys) memoriahizes. three charni- 
mg Marins, each so lovely that no one 
could determine to which the Golden 
Apple should be awarded: Here is the 
calle called Comesebo, bet history does 
not record who ate grease there; ane there 
is one called Suspiro (the Street of the 
Sich), but how it won its name or who 
sighed history fails to record, 

Calle Desamparados is a street where 
stoned, om the site of the modern railway 
station by that nume, 2 monastery whose 
doors. never were closed to those who were 
wenry and heavy laden with the burdens 
of lite, the abandoned and the heartbroken. 

Thus isthe history of Lima's past writ- 
ten in her streets, in names that the mu- 
nicipality long fas wanted te. wipe out in 
favor of through designations and num- 
bered blocks, But the pedple of the city 
cling to their streets with a devotion that 
will not permit convenience to trinmph 
over romantic ties with the past. 


A GARDEN TN WHICH PORCELAIN FLOWERS 
VIE WITIT NATURE 

In wandering: about the old city, ane 
comes upon many an architectural relic 
af the days of the vicerovs; but, among 
all of these, none is more tmpressive than 
the monastery of San Franciseo, There 
one may beushered inte a porcelain yar- 
den where the artistic tiles-of the cloister 
compete with the living flowers that bloc 
inthe garth they inclose, 

No one has described more bemuti filly 
the effect Of this porcelain garden than 
Mr. F. FL Farrar, of The West Coast 
Leader. “Here,” he says; “isa porcelain 
garden, a ceramic border af springtime, 
where the blues af delphinium and hupine, 
the yellow of eytisus and the gold of ent- 
chicum, the creamy white of arabis and 
the mauves of aubrictia, blend into the 
fresh foliage of the overhanging trees and 
the azure af the new-washed skies.” 
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The charm of the story of the origin 
of this porcelain garden almost equals the 
beauty of the ceramic trmmph itselt. On 
a November morning i 1H1qa wast crowd 
had gathered in the Plaza de Annas, for

But tater the renson for reprieve be- 
came known, ‘That moming the comn- 
demoed man had made what he thought 
wotid be his: last confession on exrth; to 
the prior of the monastery.

So. for vears the tiles had heen piled 
up ta come|er of the monastery: miny 
were stolen an more were broken, Would 
Providence ever open a way for their 
setting ? 


- Here seemen to by the answer: the 
prior Saw an opportunity to let thie trian 
who had murdered a wotnarn in a drunken 
brawl repent his sins in a lifelong task of 
aetting these splerulidl tiles. So he went 
to the Viceroy to mmoplore the pardon of 
the murderer, and the Viceroy, a descend- 
ant at the Burgias, stcing prortic justice 
in remitting the penalty of the scaffold 
and imposing a task of strvice that would 
reyuire o lifetime, granted the conimta-

One can see to-day the wisdom of that 
act of mercy-tempered. justice.

of the order, Here is Len Garazuno, 
transfixed and crucified with two spears; 
there San Francisco Solano preachimg to 
the Indians; and elsewhere Samt Samuel 
being teheaded by an executioner, whose 
face is obliterated with a blink tile.

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These unbelievnbly numerous stuircase 
farms alone the Rimnac and the Rin 
Blanca, which are only a somll part of the 
total tor the whole Andean area, needed 
the toil of perhaps honecdrecdk= of Parrierit= 
Hons to accotnt for ther construction 
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The traditions of the Ineas and the 
legends of the races they conquered add 
their testimony to the antiquity of the 
human race on South American: soil, 

But, goin hack ta Chorrilles, I was to 
come upon what is perhaps the most star- 
Hing evidenee of all as to the remoteness 
of the horizons of prehistoric civilizations 
in Peru. 

There lives in Chorrillos.a Sefiora Por- 
tas, Who is a daughter of a former Presi- 
dent of the Republic. From him she in- 
herited an exquisitely selected collection 
of archeological objects, many of them 
dating trom the Stone Age, | 

Among the latter is a small bust done 
in clay and colored with native dyes, 
There isnot a trace of the crude artis. 
try tseal for those vastly remote times, 
The features are sharp, and one can see 
that the sculptor was a master of his art, 
fully capable of making a photographic 
likeness. 

It has the high forehead of western 
Europe, the slant eyes of a Mongolian, 
the high cheek bones of the Indian, the 
nose of anancient Hebrew, the mitstache 
ot a Manchu, the mouth of a Turk, and 
i composite chin. 

Clearly the Agute is that of a man of 
high caste, perhaps some ancient ruler: 
What visions it arouses of a man of high 
intelligence as subject and of « sculptor 
of unusual ability as artist in ages before 
the use of metals was known! 

Another Aiea, as the burial relics are 
known, dates. from an almost equally an- 
cient period. It bears four heads in bas- 
telicf. The sculpture is crude, where that 
of the other is refined: But one head is 
colored white, one red, one yellow, and

one black. Yet even in the work of this 
crude artist it ts casy to recognize the fea- 
tures of the Caueasian, the Indian, the 
Mongolian, and the Ethiopian. 


WHENCE CAME THIS ANCTENT KNOWL- 
EDGE OF THE RACES 

Whence came, in that amazingly early 
age, this knowledge of widely scattered 
races and ther physiognomic attrilnites? 
What stories Perit must have to tell of 
ages we hitherto have thought toa remote 
for civilized human existence! And what 
new light upon the antiquity of man in- 
tensive research there may yet reveal! 

Qhir time to say good-bye to Limn and 
to sail southward from Peru comes all ton 
soon, even though Chile, Argentina, Ure- 
guay, and Brazil tie ahead, 

Truly, here is a land of a thousand! ro- 
mances. With its challenging inklings of 
prehistoric races, tts stirring stories of 
Incan dominion, its thrilling record of the 
conquest, its amazing chapters of the deeds 
of the Pizarros, its scintillating history of 
Viceregal times, its inspiring  rerimis- 
cences of San Martin and Simdn Bolivar 
and their battles of the clouds, and its 
pleasing picture of the modernization 
movement in the twenticth century, the 
country and tts capital alike tax the mayi- 
nation and grip the enthusiasm of the 
visitor. 

And with all these seenes: laid down in 
a theater that possesses all the contrasts 
of the Congo, Tibet, and an Australian 
desert, and among archeological traces of 
civilizations that seem to affirm their kin- 
ship alike to Egypt, Greece, Babylon, and 
Onent, they gather new fascination and 
arause new speculations,
